The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims are 
allowable because the prior art of record fails to disclose or teach the claimed outlet of 
the chamber of the primary heat exchange system being located in a wall of the 
chamber that is in contact with the chamber of the secondary heat exchange system 
(claim 9), or the heat exchange agent circulating from the primary heat exchange 
system to the secondary heat exchange system via an outlet in a wall of the chamber of 
the primary heat exchange system (claim 12), or the cooled heat transfer agent exiting 
via the outlet of the secondary heat exchange system flowing into the chamber at one 
end of the chamber over a peripheral surface of the first conduit, and out via an outlet in 
a wall of the chamber at another end of the chamber of the secondary heat exchange 
system (claim 15), or the reservoir comprising a plug comprising an excess pressure 
venting membrane (claim 18.
